I. T3 Itumen foffile, coagulaturn, in Ferrifodina Betzberg 

Jl3 a pud Suecos. 

This is very light, black, and mining, like Pitch, or 
Canal-Cod; in tafte mfipid, brittle and not clammy. 
II. Mincra Ferri Befzbergie. 

A blackifh Mineral, full of fmall glittering Tandy Par- 
ticles, which eafily break and crumble fmall like black 
Sanely its ponderous, and without any drofly Mixture. 
III. Minera Martis Betzberga?. 

The outride lumps are fmooth and fhining, its infide 
of finer Particles than the laft, but when broke more 
mining, large and flakey. 

IV. Minera Martis Betzbergae* Carbonis facie. 

The outfide fmooth and fomewhat mining like Pit- 
Coal, the infide more gr3y and gli:tering. 

V. Minera Martis ditifSma, f&din<e Danernorae Sued*. 
This referable? a Slat-Coal of a Lead colour, heavy, 

but neither mining nor glittering, except a little Brafley 
in the interftices, which are but few, and thofe irregu- 
lar: This had a fparry Vein thro' it, about the thicknefs 
of a quarter of an Inch. 

VI. Rubinus globulofus, e Hodina Garpenberg Sneci<e. 
The fe are near as long as Hazel Nuts ^ the outfide in 

many Places tranfparent, but broken and rugged 5 they 
feem more ponderous than a clear Ruby ot the fame 
fize. 
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VII. Minera Veneris feu Cupri, Garpcnbergar, 
Its exterior face Brajfey and mining, with fame few 
fpaces of deep Copper^ with a blae in the Center ^ the 
interftiees are pale Brafs in fome Places, and where its 
frefh broken into the heart of the Oar, its of a glorious 
Luftre^ in fome places its coated with a white or dis- 
coloured fparr. 

VIII- Minera Cupri e fodina FUfyumxfi Suecias. 
This is moftly cotnpoled of pale braffey mica?, with a 
fmall mixture or deeper, and near a quarter part of black 
fprinkles fomewhat lhining. 

IX. Minera Cupri ditiffima LAZVR diclam, e fodina 
hhifnadknjis Provincia Heerdacenfis Suecia?. 

The Oar is very like No. VII. its coated with yellow- 
ifh Spar, mixt with a paieilh white. 

X. Minera Ar genii- Plumbed, e fodina Bollsfarfett Suse-- 

Very like our Mcndip Lead Oar, full of large Sparkling , 
Flakes or Mica?. 

XI. Certura genus Aluminisplumofi cum Minera Pkmbl 
intermixtum, e fodina Saklberg Suecia?. 

The Ami&nt part is of a light Gray or Lead colour, 
eompofed of fine long brittle Filaments 5 the outfides 
and hollows are filled with very white fhort and brittle 
Spar. 

XII. Matrix Minera Jrgentea, Saldberg£. 

This is a mort irregular white mining Spar, nauch like 
the laft which lies with the Amiantus 3 it eafily breaks 
into fmall pieces with the Hammer. 

XIII. Minera Lume & Saturni e Sakjberg* 

The Sparks of this are very bright and mining, with 
fmaSler micas than No. X, in it are interfpers'd lome little 
bits of white Spar. 

XIV. Mi- 
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XIV. Minera Luna? 8c Saturni Saklhtrg* una eum 
Matrice. 

This Oar has a particular Face, being compofed of 
many ruinous angular Columns lying confufedly ; fbme 
long and crooked, others fhort 3 amongft them are fome 
like QUfs greenifh and tranfparent ; thefe very eafily 
fall into pieces with a light blow of a Hammer. 

XV. Minera Luna?, Arfenici & Saturni ex Argenti fo> 
Sua Saklberg. 

The Flakes of thefe are pretty large like No, X. and 
very glittering. 

XVI. Cuprum pra?cipitatum, fodina Schilou Suecia?. 
Irs outer Coat is rufty, and refembles an Iron Stone or 

Clay, under which are fome thin Strata of a dark or 
blewifh hue 5 the Center of an Iron brown full of fmall 
Copper Mica?, which in fome places are of a refulgent 
fiery Juftre. 

XVI [. Minera Cupri rariffima e Schilou. 
This refembles Colcothar, but of a brighter red, and 
very weighty 5 it feems to have fome very fmall mining 
Particles in ir, and in fome parts of its outfides, it has a 
fort of fullen greenifli Wood-like ruft, but its not very 
heavy. 
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
